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Mr. Ktrrud'* Krporl. 

Councilman Herbert 0. Farrand, 
Chairman of the Fire Committee of tbe 
Town Council, Is tbe author of an 
extensive treaty on fire department 
seeds, an< tbe edvooate of a series of 
reeommeodatlons In connection with 
bousing and enlarging of tbe local Ore 
department. Mr. Farrand advocates a 
departure from tbe system now In vogue 
of renting fire bouses snd recommends 
that tbs town purchase property and 
build bouses. He baa figured out to 
hta own satisfaction that town owner, 
•hip of tbe fire bouses would be much 
cheaper than renting bouses. 

Mr. Farrand also proposes to enlarge 
tbe present volunteer fire department 
by tbe creation of another company to 
be located near tbe corner of Mont«,om 
cry and Orchard streets. In all tbat 
be recommends and advocates. Mr. 
Farrand undoubtedly bas solely In view 
tbe furnishing of proper and comfort¬ 
able accommodation and necessary 
convenience to tbe men who make up 
tbe voluuteer fire department of tbe 
town, and to extend Its benefits as 
widely as possible tn order to give tbe 
people of tbe town tbe advantages of 
tbe minimum rate of fire Insurance 

It ta aet^dlfficuit to understand tbat 
Mr. Farrand may. be alncere In tbe 
advocacy of bis recommendations, and 
believe them to be both advantageous 
aad economic. But a mao may sin- 
barely bold mistaken views and misap¬ 
prehend the consensus of opinion of 
fefes majority of tbe body of taxpayers 
Whose conditions and needa should take 
precedence In ill matters pertslolng to 
tbs common wealth. In tbe first pteoe 
Mr. Fsrrand’s report Is In one sense 
Intentionally sophistical or be bas failed 
to give bis sul ject sufficiently close 
consideration In all Its details. 

Mr. Farrand states broadly tbat tbe 
town now pays $1,725 per annum In 
rantals, and by tbe adoption of bla plan 
ike total Interest charges would be only 
A 1 . 200 , thereby affecting a aavlng of 
ttn per annum to tbe taxpayers.

taxes. There ta not a ward In the city 
of Newark that baa tbe Are protection 
that the bouse owner In the town of 
BloomOsId bas, yet many of tbe city 
wards are several times over as large as 
Bloomfield In population and taxable 
wealth. If an equitable distribution of 
fire protection wae the question at Issue, 
Brookdale people have a better claim 
tbau any other part of tbe town, and tbe 
Biookdale people will no doubt vigor 
oualy protest against any further 
enlargement ef tbe fire department, and 
there will be no doubt as to tbe justice 
of tbetr protest. But Brookdale will not 
be alone In a proteat against Mr. Far 
rand's project. There Is no necessity 
for an enlargement of tbe dre depart¬ 
ment, and a large lnoreaae In exemptions 
from taxation would grow out of suob a 
move. Bloomfield now pays annually 
nearly^$2.500 per annum In loss of taxes 
for firemen and soldiers, and tbe ten¬ 
dency la always toward an Increase of 
tbe exemption Hat. 

Another reason why there should be 
no further enlargement of tbe volunteer 
tire department by tbe creation of an¬ 
other company le tbat tbe volunteer tire 
department Is In a state of rapid transi¬ 
tion toward a paid department, when 
tbe apparatus and men of a single lire 
bouse would do tbe wore now done by 
tbe several fire companies. 

It Is Just such absurd propositions as 
this one of enlarging tbe fire department 
that give food aad strength to the eou- 
slderable element In tbe town tbst 
favors annexation to Newark. Tbs an¬ 
nexationists are only awaiting an op¬ 
portunity to renew tbe agitation of their 
project, and high tax rates and pros¬ 
pective Increased tax rates afford 
effective ammunition for them. If tbe 
men In official authority beik want to 
preserve tbe Independence of Bloomfield 
they will have to kill for tbe preseot .11 
measures tending towards an Increase 
of public expenditures. X.

Traaafem Klghted. 

By an order which weut Into effect 
Monday tbe transfer difficulty complain¬ 
ed of by Bloomfield patrons of tbe North 
Jersey and Oraoge and Passaic Valley 
trolley lines was settled. 

Since tbe firkt of tbe month, when tbs 
transfer point was established at Bloom- 
field Centre, as tbs result of tbs absorp¬ 
tion of tbs North Jersey Street Railway 
Company and tba Orange and Passaic 
Valley Railway Company by tbs Public 
Bervloe Corporation, there has been 
much complaint on tbs part of tbs pas¬ 
sengers over tbe muddled oondltlon of 
affairs. Sometimes a passenger would 
gbt a transfer and sometimes he would 
not. Each conductor seemed to be a 
law unto blmeelf. 

As a general thing a psaaengsr coming 
from Newark snd wishing to transfer to 
tbs orosstown lias would not be given a 
transfer unless be paid another fare 
after be croeeed tbe city line. Of course 
this was no transfer privilege at all, and 
many bot arguments followed between 
passengers snd conductors In conse¬ 
quence. •• It's our orders," was all the 
conductors would say by way of expla¬ 
nation. 

Sometimes tba conductors charged 
seven cents for the transfer oa tba rata 
that a psaaengsr getting on tba car la 
this town for Newark moat pay seven 
cents if be waata a transfer good la that 
city. A few of tba oooductora, rather 
than have an argamaat over the matter, 
would give tbe transfers on tbs five-etnt 
fare without question. 

This situation was particularly annoy, 
log to the paeeeogor from N ewark who 
wanted to transfer at tbe Centre, because 
of tbe tact tbat be could reach bla destl 
nation on a flve-oeot fare by a rounds 
bout way, going to Orange and 
transferring to tbs orosstown lias at 
Main and Day streets. 

•' There was some misunderstanding 
over tbe matter at first," said oos of tae 
officials on Moods*, -but It baa all bssa 
ol*ared up now. 1 nave Issued so order, 
wbleb goes Into effect to-day, that all 
passengers from Newark to Bloomfield 
iBMt be given transfers If they ask for 
them when they pay lb sir fares. I do 
not expect any more mlsuodeistaoalog. 
Tbe transfer point at tbs Oeotre will be 
the asms as at any other point. Fseoeo 
| gers on tbe orosstown lloe will be given 
transfers to Newark .sod to Montclair 
without question. Those going ta Moat* 
clalr will bo given su Identification slip 
that tbey sen be passed at tbe Own 
Rings line by lbs Inspector.''

Letter from l»r t W Harrises 

BaowssvrvLE. Txx.. August ta, 19 ^ 3 . 
To the Editor ok The Citizen : 

Brownsville, lb* southernmost city of 
the United States, is a point of very great 
interest. Here General Taylor with his 
army of occupation in 1X46 took the 
initial in the war with Mexico, which 
ended in the acquisition of California 
and a large tract of the northern portion 
of Mexico temporarily. Brownsville is 
one of the oWest of southern cities, 
which has long been isolated, having 
meagre means of communication; still it 
has grown slowly and has been measur¬ 
ably prosperous. 

During the present summer, notwith¬ 
standing the absence uf the gulf winds, 
which usually give cool nights, health 
conditions have lieen nearly j>«rlecL The 
old denizens are enthusiastic over the 
cuotitry hereabouts. The section is far 
enough awav from the gulf to be out¬ 
side the path of the sweeping, swerling 
storms which bring disaster to the coast 
towns. Besides we have here veritably 
the garden spot of the earth. This 
country is at last to be opened up. two 
railroads being already in process of 
construction, making necessary connec¬ 
tions with the system of State railroads, 
and Brownsville in direct touch with the 
large cities of Central Texas. Hereto¬ 
fore everything in the way of travel has 
been done by stage coaches, or round¬ 
about from Galvesfon to Port Isabel by 
boat, thence a distance of twenty miles 
by means of a nxrrow-guage railroad. 
All freight overland has had to be hauled 
150 miles by ox teams. The passenger 
coaches traverse the distance from Alice 
to Brownsville—150 miles straight—in 
thirty-six hours, occupying one night 
and two days in the journey, never 
stopping along the route except to ex¬ 
change horses and give passengers a 
chance to dine This in two seat hacks 
makes anything but an enjoyable trip, 
for which the modest sum of £15 is ex¬ 
acted. The route by way <>f Galveston 
is not more enjoyable. - The rate is the 
same. Owing to low tide at Brazos San¬ 
tiago, just outside of Port Isabel, the 
boat is compelled to anchor for any old 
interval from two hours to two, three or 
four days before opportunity comes in 
the way of high water sufficient to 
cross the bar. Then arriving at Port 
Isabel the boat has to anchor two milts 
from the shore, while passengers effect a 
landing bv small boat< and freight is 
unloaded by means of lighters. Then 
the one-llorse railway carries passengers 
and freight into Brownsville. Now a 
change impends and with prospects 
assured this section of country’, is to !>e 
rated as good, belter, best of all for the 
man with the hoe, upon these rich, 
alluvial soils, inexhaustible in their fer¬ 
tility, with a system of irrigation easily 
jrovided, commands fortune. We are 
n the artesian well belt, and there is 
only needed the boring to bring forth 
gushing streams of water. 

Well, then, given the tend and the 
water, what of it? Why, best for our 
man with' the hoe, backed by a fair 
modicum of brains? Just this, and it is 
act. He can raise anything that can 
be raised, and with the new railroads 
have it in market from two to six weeks 
earlier then the other so-called., favored 
spots of southern country," California 
ill be compelled to yield to the lower 
Rio Grande Valley. Wbat California 
produces this section can produce; and 
more of it, better and earlier. All 
winter through the farmer may grow 
and ship the hardier vegetables, snd lie 
first of all in the great markets of the 
country with (he tenderer snd more suc¬ 
culent varieties. This end of Uncle 
Sam's domain, so long hid under x 
bushel, is producing rice of the best 
grade abunoantlv. Beside fruits of all 
sorts, tropic and semi tropic, need but 
the planting and ordinary culture to 
yield eeripturnUp. There is no enemy to 
trouble save the jackdaw, a bird raven¬ 
ously fond of fruit. To-day in Browns¬ 
ville, standing on lawna without cultiva¬ 
tion, growing in Bermuda grass sod (•» 
tough as any on earth) are thrifty lemon 
orange trees so loaded with fruit 
that the branches are borne nearly to 
earth. Benana trees ere heavily fruited, 
and leaser fruits may be produced galore. 
One could go on like Tennyson’s brook 
in the enumeration without limit. There 
is one thing that occurs to me sa I 
bring the matter in review, why, ohjsrhy, 
do the farmer* of old Sussex toil from 
early dawn till night descends to keep 
down the interest on a mortgage cover, 
ing the home farm, when with one- 
fourth the energy they now devot* to 
tlieir own lands they could here obtain a 
competence. , . 

Brownsville Is a quaint old town, with 
a variety •( architecture from the Mexi¬ 
can shack to tbe stately mansion. Its 
business interests are varied, and then 
with |he railroads completed will make 
the place a booming centre of agricul¬ 
tural trade. As s winter resort it should 
command patronage and prominence
